Two Killed In 
Tractor Mishap 
At Peace River

PEACE RIVER, April 8.—Be- 
lieved to have been thrown from 
their road work tractor when it 
tolled over on Judah Hill, Archie 

Hutchison of Peace River and 
Ted Owens of Nampa, both on the 
Provincial government's road pat- 
ro} staff, were killed Tuesday af- 

ternoon when they were crushed 

beneath the machine. 

The pair left towa shortly after 
lunch to grade the hill with a large 
caterpillar engine and heavy road 
grader. It is believed that after 
going a short distance up the hill a 
grader wheel was broken and that 
they had decided to abandon the 
grader and return to town, 

Both men must have been riding 
on the tractor, according to persons 
who reconstructed the accident fol- 
lowing the finding of the bodies. 
Hutchison was usually the driver, 
and it is believed that for some un- 
accountable reason the men decided 
to head the machine down over the 
steep bank to an old road leading 
back to the outskirts of town, 


TRACTOR SKIDDED 

The etractor, instead of going 
straight over, apparently swung and 
skidded a short distance before roll- 
ing completely over, crushing the 
men, 

Hutchison had been one of the 
stalwarts on the Peace River hockey 
team for the past 10 years. Married, 
he leaves two small children as well 
as his aged mother, who resides 
here. A brother Ralph is overseas. 

Owens lived at Nampa and was 
unmarried, 

Hutchison is reported to have 
been expert in the handling of 
tractors, but it is believed he did 
not realize that ice under the 
light covering of thawing ground 
would throw the big machine out 
of control,

While Red army troops fought 
to reconquer White Russia, whose 
eastern border lies about 150 
miles from Russia’s pre-war fron- 
tier with Poland, Russian troops 
in the north were said to have 
breken through German siege 
lines around Leningrad, 


The White Russian border was 
crossed at ‘several points,” accord- 
ing to advices reaching Moscow, 
and fighting still was underway as 
the Russian forces pushed forward 
presumably in the Nevel region, 
north of Vitebsk and northwest of 
Smolensk. . 

If the White Russian frontier was 
crossed in the Nevel region the Rus- 
sian forces would have pushed the 
Germans back 280 miles from Mos- 
cow in that vital sector of the Rus- 


| sian front. 


MELT FORTIFICATIONS 

The break-through on the North- 
ern Leningrad front, according to 
the official government newspaper 
Izvestia, occurred when a spring 
thaw melted the ice and snow for- 
tifications which the Germans had 
built to maintain their encisciement 
of the former Czarist capital. 

Accounts reaching Kuibyshev 
yesterday indicated that the Ger- 
man siege lines around Leningrad 
had been broken in at least one 
point and that a relief train carry- 
ing supplies to the city had been 
sent through the gap. The Germans 
began their siege of Leningrad last 
September.

Is anyone so blind as to believe 
that already they have not cast 
their covetous eyes upon the vast 
territory and resources of our 
Dominion?” 


“One thing is perfectly certain: 
If the enemy is not kept at bay on 
the oceans, and defeated beyond the 
waters of the Atlantic and the 
Pacific, the final battles of the 
world conflict will be fought in the 
waters and upon the soil of Canada 
and the United States.” 

“To remain on the defensive ts 
the surest way to bring the war 
to Canada, We must go out to 
meet the enemy before he reaches 
our shores; we must, if we can, 
defeat him before he attacks us, 
before our cities are laid waste 
and before the women and chil- 
dren of Canada are injured or 
killed in our streets and our 
homes.” 

“Should the day come—and it 
may come soon— when Canada is 
faced with attack, and we need 
help from the United States or Bri- 
tain or any of the United Nations, 
how would we feel if we thought 
their governments were restricted 
in their power to aid Canada?” 


“We would do well, I think, not 
to permit any misunderstanding 
to arise in other countries as to 
our readiness to do our full part 
in the struggle we are all fight- 
ing together.”

“The restriction upon the power 
of the government was necessary at 
the outset to preserve national unity 

under the changed conditions 
of today I see no reason why 
the removal of the restriction should 
weaken our unity.” 


“The absence of conscription for 
Overseas service has not limited 
our war effort. The lack of power 
to impose such conscription has, 
however, placed our war effort in

“In other words, conscription has 
been made the symbol of a totai 
effort, regardless of al] Canada is 
doing to help win the war.” 


“The question of conscription, 
Properly viewed, is a military 
question.

RAF. Raid Equal

LONDON, April 8—(CP)—The air 
ministry news service said last 
night that the raids by British and 
Canadian bombers on the Renault 
and Matford motor works in France 
were the equivalent to destruction 
in battle of the entire equipment 
of five armored and mechanized 
divisions, 

“In effect one of the major tank 
battles of the war has been won by 
the R.A.F, in about six hours at 
a cost of four bombers and 25 
men,” the service added. It de- 
clared this was “Of immediate and 
paramount importance to the Allied 
armies on both the Russian and 
Libyan fronts.” 

The two factories were producing

Farmers Not 
Blamed For 
Lack Of Beef 


OTTAWA, April 8—(CP)—The 
agriculture department, in 8 
statement issued Tuesday night, 
took “strong exception” to what 
it termed “widely publicized” im- 
plications that Canadian farmers 
have created a shortage of beef 
by withholding cattle from the 
market in order to obtain higher 
Prices in the United States, 

(On the Toronto cattle market 
Tuesday trading slowed to the rate 
where sales were too few to estab- 
lish quotations.) 

Retail meat prices are under the 
price ceiling established and main- 
tained by the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board. The agriculture de- 
partment statement said it recog- 
nizes “that during the next three 
months it may not be easy to supply 
all the beef that Canadians may be 
prepared to purchase at prices 
established in September and Oc- 
tober.” 

“If it is necessary to satisfy a 
greatly-expanded demand for beef 
at prices which are out of line for 
this season of the year, the depart- 
ment considers it unreasonable that 
this should be done at the expense 
of the beef producers,” the state- 
ment said. 

“To attempt to remedy a situation 
which is considered temporary by 
controlling cattle exports to ensure 
supplies at ceiling price levels, 
would depress all Canadian cattle 
markets at a time when there is stil! 
a considerable number of grain-fed 
cattle to come forward. 

“The department is confident 
that this would prove to be short- 
sighted, as it could scarcely fail 
to affect the number of cattle put 
on feed next fall, thereby materi- 
ally reducing beef tonnage ob- 
tained from marketings in the 
spring of 1943.”

Magnesium Added 
To Canada’s List 


MONTREAL, April 8 — (CP) 
Successful production of magnesium 
powder, a war commodity, was re- 
ported by Consolidated Mining and 
Smelting Company of Canada, 
Limited in its annual financial 
statement issued yesterday. The 
report also announces record ton- 
nages of lead, zinc, silver, cadmium 
and antimony and the commence- 


ment of production of refined tin. 

The company's statement says 
that its process for manufacturing 
magnesium powder gives a better 
product than ordinary processes at 
lower cost and in all probability 
extensions to the plant making it 
will be undertaken in the near 
future. ‘ 

Of tin production the report says 
that recovery from ore available is 
so small that output is more 
academic than commercial in im- 
portance. 


Canadian Corps In 


First World War 


Established Great Military Record 


In the World War of 1914-1918 
the Canadian Corps in France and 
Flanders made history, It achiev- 
ed a series of prodigious, almost 
unbelievable victories, capturing 
many hitherto “impregnable” for- 
tresses and fortified lines. Never 
in the world’s history has there 
been a military record to surpass 
that of the Canadian Corps. 

W. Beach Thomas, war corres- 
pondent in France for the London 
Daily Mail, wrote after the capture 
of the Passchendaele Ridge, which 
had defied the other attacking 
forces of the British Agmy for 
months, “The Canadian Corps is 
irresistible in attack; immoveable in 
defence.” 

Another correspondent wrote. 
“Mention of the Canadian being in 
action is symOnymous with saying 
we achieved victory.” 


FRENCH REASSURED 


In the great German break- 
through of March 1918, some bus 
loads of Canadian troops were 


driven up and down the lines of 
fleeing French refugees and when 
they saw them the word spread 
“The Canadians are here” and the 
people returned to their homes. 

At the time Sir Douglas Haig, 
British commander-in-chief issued 
his famous “backs to the wall” order 
he listened to many “blue ruin” 
stories and appeals to throw in the 
Canadian Corps to stem the tide. 

But Haig was far-sighted. He was 
saving the Canadians for the great 
counter-thrust and to all protesta- 
tions, he replied “Gentlemen, s0 
long as I have the Canadian Corps, 
the British Army is undefeated,” 

When the great moment came for 
the counter attack, Marshal Ferd- 
inand Foch personally selected the 
Canadian Corps as the spearhead of 
his thrust. The Corps became 
known as “Foch’'s pets.” 

Already the Canadian banner 
shone brightly with such glorious 
triumphs as the defence of the 
Ypres Salient, Sanctuary Wood, 
Regina Trench, Moquet Farm, Cour- 
celette, Desire Trench, Vimy Ridge, 
Lens, Mericourt, Hill 70, Bellevue 
Spur and Passchendaele. 

When the Germans launched their 
last mighty effort in March, 1918, 
the Canadians were holding the 
Vimy Ridge sector, 

So well had the Corps laid its 
defensive preparations that the Ger-

Germany's history. 
It was the beginning of the end. 
The Canadian Corps, the spear- 
head of the attack, then jumped off 
in front of Arras, astride the Arras- 
Cambrai road and won a brilliant 
series of victories in breaching the 


Drocourt-Queant line—the most 
strongly fortified section of the 
Hindenburg line; crossed the Canal 
du Nord in a brilliant feat; captured 
Bourlon Wood, Cambrai, Denain, 
Valenciennes and then at 3 a.m. on 
Nov. 11, 1918, eight hours before the 
Armistice came into effect, recap- 
tured Mons, where British troops 
had first encountered the enemy in 
August, 1914,

Some figures given out the other day 
by the Bureau of Statistics show that 
farming in Alberta has undergone a revo- 
lution over a recent period of years. In 
1926 wheat brought $107 millions to the 
farmers of this province, but last year only 
$54 millions. On the other hand, livestock 
in 1926 yielded only $44 millions of farm 
revenue, While last year the proceeds were 
$82 millions. 

Whereas wheat returns dropped to 
half, livestock returns more than doubled. 
From being far and away the chief source 
of farm income, wheat dropped to a poor 
second place, while livestock showed an 
exactly reverse trend. Not only so; the in- 
crease in livestock money kept last year's 
total farm income figures from falling 
more than $12 millions below the total for 
1926, 

At March 28th, it was given out at Ot- 
tawa, hogs marketed in all Canada during 
1942 numbered 1,594,945, of which Al- 
‘berta supplied 481,936. The showing is 
that more than one-quarter, nearer one- 
third in fact, of the hogs produced in Can- 
ada are grown on the farms,of this prov- 
ince. In the matter of supplying Britain 
with bacon the Alberta farmer is not only 
doing his “bit,” but setting a pace that 
leaves his contemporaries nowhere. If 
the other provinces were doing as well, the 
Bacon Board would not have to call on 
Canadians to eat still less bacon in order 
to make sure the monthly shipments to 
Britain can be kept up. 

Hog production has of course expanded 
in this province more than that of other 
classes of farm animals. But there has 
been expansion of all classes, and the net 
result is to place livestock at the head of 
the list as a producer of farm income. 

It is not one of the minor interests of 
the farmer that is represented at Edmon- 
ton’s Spring Show, but the main branch of 
Alberta agriculture. 


The Battle In The Mud 


The Russians must be glad now that 
their highways are not  hard-surfaced. 
Mud is serving them as well now as snow 
did during the winter. The spring thaw 
and the melting snow have turned the 
roads into quagmires, where the Nazi 
tanks and trucks bog down, while Russian 
horse-drawn guns and vehicles, and men 
on foot, keep the offensive going. This is 
particularly true in the southern sector, 
where Hitler has massed his new divisions 
far a drive toward the Caucasus. Because 
of the mud the drive cannot get under way 
for a month—and by the end of a month 
the new divisions may be too badly mauled 
to make the effort that will be required. 

Geographically: Russia is a long way 
off, but in the military sense Kalinin and 
Smolensk and Kharkov are not far from 
Canada, The equipment with which the 
Red army has fought through the winter 
and is still surging ahead has come in vast 
proportion from its Allies. If defence 
forces in Canada have to train with some 
out-dated types of tools they may know 
why, though they cannot be told officially. 
If tanks are scarce in Britain or planes in 
the South Pacific, anyone may know why 
who reads the newspapers understanding- 
ly. Russia must have these things, even at 
the cost of shortages elsewhere; for if 
Russia withstands the onslaught of this 
summer we Shall be within sight of the col- 
lapse of the whole Axis power. 

The United Nations must fight on 
every front to the limit of their strength, 
but the one thing they must not do is let 
Russia be struck down for want of weap- 
ons or other vital needs. The battle in the 
mud in the Ukraine is more vitally import- 
ant to the final outcome than the fighting 
in any other theatre of this world-wide 
war

They Would Not Fight

Those residents of Mandalay who have 
the good fortune to be still alive know now 
how much they owe to the Quislings who 
misled them into non-resistance to the 
Japanese invaders. Their homes are in 
ruins and three thousand of their relatives 
and neighbors are dead, as the result of a 
bombing attack by the paymasters of the 
traitors. 

That attack was not levied against the 
British or Chinese forces. It was launched 
upon the most beautiful of Burmese cities, 
a great community of natives, whose de- 
Struction could make little material differ- 
ence to the defending Allied armies a hun- 
dred miles away. The purpose obviously 
was to strike terror into the inhabitants 
of the country, to frighten those who 
might be assisting the defenders with sup- 
plies or in other ways, to squelch’ any ris- 
ing impulse among the natives to resist 
the Japanese. 

The peoples of India are left in no 
doubt that similar outrages are to be per- 
petrated upon them, Premier Tojo told 
them so in a broadcast address. To em- 
phasize the warning, Japanese ‘bombers 
raided towns on the coast of the Bay of 
Bengal, after their disastrous attack on 
Ceylon. What was done to Mandalay will 
be done to Calcutta and Madras and later 
on to populous centres in the interior, 

unless British and Allied sea or air forces 
destroy the carriers from which the 
murder planes are operating. Lndia is to be 


turned into a slaughter-house if the di- 
rectors of frightfulness at Tokyo can 
carry out their declared and demonstrated 
intentions. 

Will Indians fight for the safety of 
their homes and the self-government they 
have been offered; or submit to be bombed 
like sheep, and leave it to others to pre- 
vent their country being over-run and 
themselves enslaved? Their squabbling 
politicians have little time left to make up 
their minds. 

If the Burmese had fought instead of 
funking, they would still be in possession 
of their country, and Mandalay could have 
suffered no worse than it has.

There is no British pressure, 
either upon Moslems or princes 
or congress, There is expressed 
willingness to accept either a 
multiple - Indian) commonwealth 
or a unified one; and the Indians, 
demanding freedom, ¢an hardly 
ask the British to’ commit one 
last act of coercion against any 
group before pulling out. 

India is not a nation, in the} 
sense that France, or Germany, 
or the United States are nations. 
India, like Europe, is a peninsula 
of Asia and a congeries of peo- 
ples, speaking different  lan- 
guages, having different customs 
and ways of life.

national credit? 
Obsolete Finance 

If our financial system is ob- 
solete and useless under the pres- 
sure of total war, how can we} 
pretend that it is any less obso- 
lete in the more tolerant times 
of peace? 

The folly and utter injustice of 
the pretence is seen most vividly 
in the present case of the western 
farmer, the only basic producer | 
of war materials in the country 
who is still made to operate 
under the outworn illusion that 
the money system is vital to our 
defence. 

Every other war industry is 
permitted to operate, and very 
rightly so, on the basis of maxi- 
mum production only. Profits 
from war contracts are fixed at 
five per cent. And that profit is 
guaranteed no matter what pro- 
duction costs because production, 
and not cost, is the vital thing, 

Thus, some ‘rivetters in ship- 
building plants are making as 
much as $25 and $30 a day. It 
does not matter how much they 
get, so long as they do enough 
work, because the government, 
through taxation, siphons it all 
back into the national treasury. 

But the farmer is guaranteed 


Burdened 
with debts and high interest 
rates, he must produce hig vital 
war commodity and sell it at less 
than cost because proponents of 
orthodox finance say the country 
cannot afford to guarantee him 
a parity price on his product, 

What does price matter? Does 
it matter in any other war in- 
dustry? 

Why should the farmer re- 
main, of all the war producers, 
under the thumb of a money 
tyranny that has been our econ- 
omic bottleneck for the past 150 
years? 

If we are devoted to freedom, 
as a nation, this is one place on 
the domestic front where we 
should begin to apply it. 

Security Abroad 

Another one of our high- 
sounding war slogans is security. 

We propose to make the world 
secure from the assaults of mad- 
men like Hitler and the fanatic 
watlords of Japan. 

We propose to guarantee the 
security of Europe from the plot- 
ting of conquistadors, from the 
constant restless scheming to 
secure political advantages, from 
the threat of liberty offered by 
nations which labor under the 
delusion of racial superiority. 

We propose to guarantee the 
security of all nations to progress 
and grow under the terms of 
their own political genius and 
without fear of oppressor states. 

Heaven knows.-that all this re- 
presents a laudable purpose and | 
a high-minded ideal. 

Our way of life—or rather the 
way of life to which we hope, 
some day, to attain—requires this 
security. And so we fight for it. 
We send our young men out to 
die for it. 

It is a worthy and vital cause. 

But I wonder why no one has 
ever thought of a greater mea- 
sure of individual security right 
here within Canada? 

I wonder why external world 
security canses us to cheer while 
internal social security apparent- 
ly leaves our legislators cold.

the future of political freedom, 
but victory or defeat. 

The disorganization of India’s 
defences is not a matter of indif- 
ference to America. 

The’ overwhelming majority of 

ublic opinion in America is anti- 
imperialist and for India’s free- 
dom, But that support is not a 
one-way affair. 

Neither the British, the Amer- 
icans, nor, I should think, the 
Russians, are prepared to allow 
the Indians any terms they desire. 
- If the Indians should join the 
Japanese or become subservient 
to them they would be our ene- 
mies; if they should choose to 
enter a colored alliance against 
the white race, they would be 
our enemies; for no people are so 
quixotic as to wish to free others 
at the price of their own freedom, 
Thus, freedom, today, is synony- 
mous with co-operation, 

And nothing can be more fatal 
to a rising nation than preoccu- 
pation with the grievances of the 
past. The past cannot be changed. 
The future is what counts. That 
is the whole sense and meaning 
of Washington’s farewell address. 
It is a warning to an infant nation 
not to freeze the pattern of its 
policy by its past resentments or 
its past gratitudes but to live in 
realism at all times.

“Fight For Gold” 


Editor, Bulletin: In :a recent, 
issue of the Financial Post there 
was a headline across the page— 
“Gold Fights for the United Na- 
tions.” Underneath were charts 
and figures showing what “Post” 
thinks gold means to the United 
Nations holding 91 per cent of 
the world’s gold reserves, and 
what it thinks gold means to 
Canada. However the “Post” 
failed to explain how, during the 
depression, we still held nearly 
all the gold, but also had most 
of the unemployment, while 
countries with practically no gold 
had very little unemployment. 

The Financial Post’s outcry is 
probably caused by conditions in 
the gold industry. It is true that 
so long as the United States, 
which is the only market for 
Canada’s gold, continues to ex- 
change goods for metal, gold can 
be considered a munition of war, 
and as such men engaged in min- 
ing gold are engaged in useful 
war work, But as the strike at 
Kirkland Lake shows, our own 
government was in no hurry to 
bring operators and employees 
together. Why? Was it not be- 
cause the United States “Lease 
Lend Act” under which goods are 
exchanged, gave gold a knock- 
out blow as a means of settle- 
ment for international accounts? 

There is evidence that gold is 
in difficulties. A glance at the 
financial pages of the daily press 
must be depressing to holders of 
gold stocks, Anyone acquainted 
with quotations cannot fail to see 
the drop between prices of two 
years ago and prices today, One 
stock which sold around $50 is 
selling at $9. Another from $10.50 
to $2.40, another from $6 to $2.10; 
and during the past two weeks 
gold mining companies have re- 
duced their dividends, an act 
which is not likely to establish 
confidence in these stocks no 
matter how hard the Financial 
Post shouts for gold, 

Prof. Gustav Cassell, Swedish 
economist. in his book “The 
Downfall of the Gold Standard” 
refers to gold as a fetish—some- 
thing men once had confidence in 
as a medium of exchange. Unlike 
the banshee it really served a 
useful purpose but like the ban- 
shee it invaded the field of 
superstition, 

There are interests making a 
tremendous effort to retain gold 
in our national economy, just as 
in Britain, powerful interests, 
operating through the League of 
Nations in 1932 called for the 
re-institution of the gold stand- 
ard system in a modified form. 
Fortunately public opinion there 
was warned against the dangers 
inherent in a return to this re- 
jected standard, and it was then 
that Britain's present prime min- 
ister, Winston Churchill, with no 
thought of office, at least so far 
as the public knew, described the 
enhancement of gold as “a mon- 
strous process which sabotaged 
every form of human effort, and | 
has depreciated every service we | 
can render one another, One 
commodity — gold--has broken 


to a pinnacle, and since it is at 
present our supreme measure all 
the rest have been cast down, 
and,” continued Mr. Churchill, 
“down through the ages one 
seems to hear the echoing voice 
of Moses: 

“This people have sinned a 
great sin, and have made gods 
of gold,” and the effect of this 
wrong doing, “and the Lord 
plagued the people because they 
made the calf of gold”. 

A material standard has been 
favored in place of a spiritual 
standard, hence we have been 
plagued with a long depression 
and another world war. We can- 
not escape the turn over. It will 
be forced upon us, because in the 
nature of things right must pre- 
vail,

“We have had to give up certain 
things—have had to pay more taxes, 
have had our travel, clothes and 
food restricted by government ac- 
tion. In every way we are in the 
war, and as Canadians, proud of 
our homeland, we must gird our- 
selves to the utmost effort to win 
the war, 


“YES” PLEBISCITE VOTE 

“We must take the coming plebis- 
cite to heart,” he continued. “Dem- 
ocratically, the government of our 
country is asking us to release them 


from a pledge of non-conscription 
for overseas’ duty. Now the time 
has come when changing situations 
may make a release of that pledge 
necessary—when the future may 


| demand that the government be en- 


tirely free to act upon the con- 
scription issue as it deems necessary 
to the defence of our country and 
Empire. The war is so near, the 
peril so obvious and the danger so 
menacing that the necessity of vot- 
ing ‘yes’ on this plebiscite is clear.” 

He paid glowing tribute to the 
“magnificent work” of the order 
and urged continued work and sup- 
port.
